After many weary months of 
hard labor, W. C. Scheu announced 
this week that the Scheu fruit 
marker was at a point where it 


Several times in the past fex 
months Mr. Scheu and his mem 
were of the opinion that the mafk- 
er was all that it should be, only 
to have another problem develop 
and so from one nerve breaking 
strain to another the men have 
worked in perfecting the device. 
house managers 
state have beem 
watching the Scheu marker an@ 
believe there is a big future for 
it and with the demand increas- 
ing the plant here will develop 
into Upland’s foremost industry as 
the: marking machines are to be 
assembled here. 

Occupying a space of not more 
than 2% by 3% feet, every or- 
ange passing through the machine 
is marked “Sunkist” or any other 
brand of fruit can be used. 

After the fruit is sorted accord- 
ing to quality the best grade pass- 
es over a belt from which it is 
elevated onto rollers, and them 
marking ma- 
chine. When the oranges reach 
the rollers they are automatically 
divided by small brass rails into 
eight divisions, and then fed into: 
the marking machine where eight 
wheels on level-like contrivances 
move up and down by the pres- 
sure of the fruit. Each wheel has

Immortalized By Park and An 
Editorial 

William Allen White, famous Kansan and 
editor of the Emporia Gazette, left here re- 
cently for home, after being guest at Pomona 
College for several days, during which time he 
delivered numerous lectures. 

William Allen White is famous for two edit- 
orials, one on the theme ‘“What’s ‘the Matter 
with Kansas,’’ and another written at the time 
of the death of his daughter. 

Recently Mr. and Mrs. Allen presented to 
the city of Emporia fifty acres of ground to be 
devoted to a city park. The gift was made to 
the city with two provisions, first, that the 
donor’s name should not be attached ‘to it, and 
second, that they themselves be allowed to lay 
out the park and supervise personally the land- 
seaping and planting, all at their own expense. 
They did this as a memorial to their daughter, 
Mary, who was killed in an accident a few 
years ago. 

The day followmg his daughter’s death 
William Allen White wrote an editorial—one 
that was different—and in order that News 
readers may appreciate it, we print it below: 

‘<The Associated Press reports carrying the 
news of Mary White’s death declared that it 
came as the result of a fall from a horse. How 
she would have kooted at that! She never fell 
from a horse in her life. Horses have fallen on 
her and with her—‘‘I’m always trying to hold 
‘em in my lap,’’ she used to say. But she was 
proud of few’things, and one was that she 
could ride anything that had four legs and 
hair. Her death resulted not from a fall, but 
from a blow on the head which fractured her 
skull, and the blow came from the limb of an 
overhanging tree on the parking. 

“The last hour of her life was typical of 
its happiness. She came home from a day’s 
work at school, topped off by a hard grind 
with the copy on the High School Annual, and 
felt that a ride would refresh her. 
ed into her khakis, chattering to her mother 
about the work she was doing, and hurried to

get her horse and be out on the dirt roads for 
the country air and the radiant green fields of 
the spring. As she rode through the town on 
an easy gallop she kept waving at passers-by. 
She knew everyone in town. For a decade the 
little figure with the long pig-tail and the red 
hair ribbon had been familiar on ‘the streets of 
Emporia, and she got in the way of speaking 
to those who nodded at her. A Gazette carrier 
passed—a high school boy 
waved at him, but with her bridle hand; the 
horse veered quickly, plunged into the park- 
ing where the low-hanging limb faced her, and 
while she still looked back waving, the blow

came. 

‘‘But she did not fall from the horse, neither 
A year or so ago she used 
to go like the wind. But that habit was brok- 
en, and she used the horse to get into the open 
to get fresh, hard exercise, and to work off 
a certain surplus energy ‘that welled up in her, 
and needed a physical outlet. That need has 
been in her heart for years. It was back of 
the impulse that kept the dauntless little 
brown-clad figure on the streets and country 
roads of ‘this community and built into a strong, 
muscular body what had been a frail and sick- 
ly frame during the first years of her life. 

‘But the riding gave her more than a body. 
It released a gay and hardy soul. She was the 
happiest thing in the world. 
happy because she was enlarging her horizon, 
She came to know all sorts and conditions of 
men; Charley O’Brien, the traffic cop, was one 
of her best friends. W. L. Holz, the Lattin 
teacher, was another. Tom O’Connor, farmer- 
politician, and Rev. J. H. J. Rice, preacher and 
police judge, and Frank Beach, music master, 
were her special friends, and all the girls, black 
and white, above the track and below the 
track, in Pepville and Stringtown, were among 
her acquaintances. And she brought home 
riotous stories of her adventures. She loved to 
rollick; persiflage was her natural expression 
at home. Her humor was a continual bubble of 
joy. She seemed to think in hyperbole and 
metaphor. She was mischievous without mal- 
jee; as full of faults as an old shoe. No angel 


was she riding fast.

She liked nothing 
better than to fill the car full of long-legged 
high school boys and an occasional girl, and 
parade the town. She never had a ‘‘date’’ nor 
went to a dance, except once with her brother, 
Bill, and the ‘‘boy proposition’’ didn’t interest 
her—yet. But young people—great spring- 
breaking, varnish-eracking, fender-bending, 
door-sagging carloads of ‘‘kids’’ gave her great 
pleasure.

A short 
prayer, Paul’s beautiful essay on ‘Love’ from 
the thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians, 
some remarks about her democratic spirit by 
her friend, John H. J. Price, pastor and police 
judge, which she would have deprecated if she

Huntington Beach is the last of 
four California cities which for- 
merly operated their own gas dis-| 
tribution system, to revert back to 
private ownership within the past 
three or four years. The other 
California cities which recently 
gave up the municipal ownership 
experiments, are: Santa Clara, 
which sold out to the Pacific Gas 
& Electric Company during Janu- 
ary; Newport Beach, which dis- 
posed of its gas distribution sys- 
tem during 1923, and the city of 
Avalon. There remains only the 
city of Long Beach operating its 
gas distribution properties, and 
this city, according to statisticians, 
is today receiving a large per- 
centage of its gas supply from 
privately owned utilitids. Four 
years a go, when Long Beach elec- 
ted to operate its own gas prop- 
erties, the voters of Long Beach 
were told that the gas supply 
available from nearby oil fields 
would last them for many years. 
The records of the city’s gas de- 
partment show, however, that had 
privately owned gas companies
